PREFACE 


The  purpose  of  Dr.  Beckwith  in  forming  his  collection  was  to 
obtain  a collection  of  each  type  of  the  United  States  Cent  in  the 
finest  possible  preservation.  He  pursued  this  subject  for  many 
years  with  determination  and  liberality  in  paying  prices  for  the 
specimens  that  met  his  requirements.  I think  I may  say  that 
he  achieved  great  success,  and  that  his  sale  of  cents  is  one  of  the 
most  exquisite  in  preservation  that  has  ever  been  offered. 

He  endeavored  to  obtain  them  in  the  state  in  which  they 
left  the  dies,  as  nearly  as  possible,  and  with  the  original  red 
color  of  the  freshly  minted  coin.  He  has  more  specimens  with 
more  traces  or  altogether  of  the  original  color  of  the  metal  than 
any  set  that  I have  ever  seen.  With  I think  only  two  or  three 
exceptions,  every  specimen  is  in  uncirculated  condition  and  truly 
a gem  for  its  impression  and  preservation.  It  would  be  super- 
fluous and  would  seem  like  an  exaggeration  to  repeat  such  a term 
in  every  description,  and  I refrain  from  doing  it,  but  would  only 
commend  them  to  collectors  as  in  almost  every  instance  the  high- 
est state  of  preservation  from  the  first  type  of  the  Chain  Cent, 
which  is  absolutely  uncirculated  with  traces  of  the  original  red 
color  around  the  outlines,  and  the  finest  specimen  known.  This 
is  also  the  rarest  die  of  the  three  of  the  first  type  of  1793.  It 
surpasses  the  specimen  which  was  in  the  Jackman  Sale,  and  fetched 
$300,  which  I sold  to  Mr.  Jackman  for  $175  six  years  previously 
from  the  Earle  Sale,  as  it  has  its  complete  obverse  border  and 
traces  of  the  original  red  color. 

The  representative  of  the  next  type  of  the  year,  the  flowing 
hair  and  reverse  a wreath,  is  also  the  finest  specimen  known  of 
these  dies.  Every  line  of  the  hair  over  the  ear  is  perfectly  sharp 
and  the  piece  is  uncirculated  with  traces  of  the  original  red  color 
around  the  outline. 

The  third  type  the  bust  of  Liberty,  and  reverse  the  wreath, 
which  is  a magnificent  specimen  uncirculated  except  for  a few 
mint  nicks  on  obverse  a slight  rubbing  of  the  hair,  is  second 
only  to  the  specimen  sold  in  our  Cleneay  Sale,  and  a sharper 


impression  of  border  and  reverse  than  the  Cleneay  specimen. 
The  collection  lacks,  like  nearly  all  Collections  must,  the  exces- 
sively rare  first  year,  1792. 

Every  piece  is  so  superlative  and  fully  described  in  the  Cata- 
logue, it  seems  needless  to  traverse  the  collection  here,  and  I will 
refer  collectors  to  this  feast  of  Cents  in  the  highest  states  of  pres- 
ervation. 

I will  issue  an  extra  illustrated  catalogue  with  seven  plates  of 
the  specimens,  obverse  and  reverse,  up  to  1840,  excepting  only 
the  common  36  and  37,  price,  $2.00  postpaid,  or  with  price-list 
after  sale  $2.50. 

I photographed  the  coins  myself.  The  prints  are  direct  con- 
tact prints,  so  as  to  show  preservation,  and  cost  for  printing  alone 
more  than  the  price.  The  catalog  should  always  be  valuable  for 
reference,  not  only  for  the  condition  and  prices  of  these  specimens, 
but  as  a complete  illustration  of  the  types  of  the  U.  S.  Cent. 

I guarantee  all  specimens  genuine  ard  original.

As  several  of  my  patrons,  who  are  good  friends  of  mine,  asked 
me  to  sell  them  the  1794’s,  which  I placed  on  the  plates  of  my 
Monograph,  I have  decided  that  the  best  way  to  do  would  be  to 
offer  them  as  an  addenda  to  this  sale,  and  then  they  can  decide 
the  ownership  by  competition.  To  avoid  any  confusion  with  the 
plates  of  the  Beckwith  collection,  I will  designate  them  by  letters.

The  re- 
verse of  his  piece  has  a defect  on  the  planchet  on  the 
fraction,  which  causes  it  not  to  be  struck  up  and  to  be 
invisible.  I have  refused  $150.  for  it,  and  consider  it 
worth  a much  larger  price. 

B 1794  Second  style.  No.  7 in  my  Monograph.  Obverse  die 
perfect,  not  before  published.  I discovered  this  perfect 
die  in  the  sale  of  the  Jenkin’s  Collection  last  July.  It  is 
uncirculated,  and  apparently  a proof,  with  a perfect, 

00  level  surface  and  even  borders.  Light  brown  olive  color. 

I gave  $190  for  it,  and  had  marked  in  my  book  to  give 
$280,  and  I consider  it  relatively  worth  $500.  I have  only 
learned  of  timm  other  unbroken  die  specimens,  the  best 
ZZ*1> 
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of  which  is  “Fine.”  Not  known  to  Frossard  in  his 
description  of  the  Hays’  Collection,  No.  18. 

1794  Chapman  No.  19.  Die  perfect.  Hays’  broken  die 
No.  25.  Perfect  dies  not  known  to  Hays  nor  previously 
published.  V.  g.  Dark  brown  olive. 

1794  C.  37  B.  Hays  No.  10.  Die  cracked  across  in  a curve 
from  7 over  the  top  of  9 and  point  of  bust  and  end  of  pole 
to  border.  V.  g.  Light  brown.  Very  rare. 

1794  C.  No.  46,  Hays  14.  Ex.  f.  Light  orange  brown.  This 
was  a better  impression  and  color  than  any  of  the  speci- 
mens loaned  me. 
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
